only. In each case the school board 
paid to the owner of the house: 


$12 a month rent for room to school 


his own children. 


a month for fuel for heating this 


room in his own house 


$5 a month janitor fee for cleaning 


this same room 


In addition the family received $16 


a month tor boarding the teacher 
In 


one case the school room, was in an 
attic but clean and tidy. The teacher 
used it as a sleeping room. 
But 'one 


pupil was enrolled, in the other case 
two pupils were enrolled. The school 
room was in a log house which was 
absolutely filthy, dark, dingy, unkopt 
and hardly fit for 
stable purposes. 


The room while used for school pur- 
poses was used by the family as if no 
school was there. 
The school officers 


desired to transport these 
children 


nine miles to the village school or 'pay 
their 
board 
while 
attending the 


school in town. The state gives $50 
a year state aid to any district which 
thus transports its children 
to. 
a 


graded school of at. least two rooms."

the State Board of Public Affairs In 
its investigation into rural schools of 
Wisconsin 
published- 
today.

was an unbiased, independent investi- 
gation conducted under the supervi; 
sion of the Board of Public Affairs by 
the Training school for Public Ser- 
vice conducted by the Bureau of Muni- 
cipal Research of 
New York.

points the way for legislation needed 
to improve school conditions in this 
state.

Easily first in this category are basic 
crop results, which tend to exert a 
Steadily widening influence as they 
pass into human and animal consump- 
tion.

In lines where 
bookings run beyond the spring and 
lip to the fall, as in iron and steel and 
some lines of textile*, raw material 
prices abroad as well as at home ren-.

Active 
employment 


for all able or willing to work is not 
the least important foundation Eor fu- 
ture good consumptive demand. Con- 
servatism bred of past years of strain 
has made for cautious buying, and no- 
where are burdensome stocks press- 
ing for sale, .while activity in trade 
abroad, with high prices prevailing, 
precludes dumping of surplus foreign 
goods coincident with the confidently 
expected revision of the tariff. 
It 


seems to be the consensus that this 
latter operation 
should be pushed 


rapidly to a conclusion in order that 
the period of uncertainly shall be lim- 
ited, and the calling of an extra ses- 
sion for early in April will be in line 
-with this desire. Pending action on 
this matter, business operations will 
probably continue to be governed by 
conservatism, but not by pessimism.

A few days later, acting 
Governor Hall reported: 
"The In- 


dians have again attacked our, settle- 
ments in strong force, obtaining pos- 
session of the 
country 
to 
within 


twelve miles of Denver. 
They are 


more bold, fierce, and 
desperate in 


tlieir assaults than ever before. It is 
impossible to drive them out and pro- 
tect the families at the same time, for 
they are better armed, mounted, dis- 
ciplined, and better officered than our 
men. Each hour brings intelligence 
of fresh barbarities, and more exten- 
sive robberies." 
This same month 


Governor Crawford, of Kansas, tele- 
graphed: 
"Have just received a dis- 


patch from Hays, stating that Indians 
attacked, captured, and burned a train j 
at Pawnee Fork; killed, scalped, and 
burned sixteen men; also attacked an- 
other train 
at 
Cimarron 
Crossing, 


which was defended until ammunition 
was. exhausted, when the men aban- 
doned the train, saving what Etock 
they could. Similar attacks are of al- 
most daily occurrence." 


South of the Cimarron all was deso- 


lation, and war raged unchecked from 
the Piatte to the Pecos. Sheridan de- 
termined upon a winter campaign, al- 
though he understood welt the suffer- 
ings entailed upon the troops by ex- 
posure on the open plains at that sea- 
son. 
Yet be knew the habits of In- 


dians; that they would expect immu- 
nity from attack and would gather in 
villages, 
subject 
to 
surprise. 
He, 


therefore, decided 
that 
the result 


would justify the necessary hardships 
Involved. To this end smaller posts 
were abandoned, and the widely scat- 
tered soldiers 
ordered 
to 
central 


points in preparation for the contem- 
plated movement. Devere bad been 
deserted earlier, and Major McDonald 
had marched his men to Dodge, where 
Molly awaited his coming. Retained 
there on garrison duty, the two occu- 
pied a one-story, yellow stone struc- 
ture fronting the parade ground.
